eonnts. so,as to make out as good a 
east* as possible, is tempted to think 
the whole thing a fraud and humbug, 
hut this is hardly a fair way of looking 
at it. No doubt there are iinserti- 
pnlous men in Florida, as elsewhere,'* 
who to sell a piece of'land to a stran¬ 
ger will misrepresent things to induce 
him to settle, Imt that is not the gen¬ 
eral rule, and a few except ions of that 
kind only serve to show that human 
nature in Florida is not ditTcrenl from 
w hat it is elsewhere. • , 


As a rule those who have really 
taken a sufficient grasp on tilings here 
t o make it an object for t hem t o induce 
further immigration, have found 
Florida so aat isfactory that they can 
honestly advise others to come here 
too. Not that they have found it per¬ 
fect, but simply as compared with 
other places, all alike imperfect, the 
balance is in favor of Florida. The 
longer they have stayed here the more 
this has impressed itself upon tliyir 
minds, and they have correspondingly 
increased in the enthusiasm ol their 
encomiums.

The 
coolie fe<l on rice is more active and 
can endure more than the negro ted on 
meat ."—A Western (Sirl. in Florida 
his jut tell.
